Export Control

NO. 2(24) -TP. (T)/49.— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-scotion 

(1) of section 8 of tne Imports and Exports Control Act, 1947 (Act XVIH of 
1947), the Central Government is pleased to make the following Order: — 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Jute Goods (Export Control) Order, 
1949. 

(2) It extends to all the Provinces of India 

(3) It shall come into foroe at once. 

2. In this Order, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or 
context — 

(1) “Ceiling price” in relation to any quantity of manufactured jute goods 
means the price thereof determined in accordance with the provisions of the 
{Schedule annexed to this Order. 

(2) “Licensing Officer” means the offioer authorised by the Central Govern- 
ment to issue licences under olause 8. 

3. No person shall export manufactured jute goods of any quality specified 
in J he Schedule except under and in accordance with the conditions of a lioence 
issued by the Licensing Offioer. 

4. The Licensing Officer may prescribe the form or forms in which an applies- 
iign for a lioence under olause 8 shall be made. 

5. The Licensing Offioer may. in bis discretion, refuse to grant a licenoe to 
mi person and his deoiaion shall be final. 

6. (1) No licenoe shall be granted by the Licensing Offioer unless he is satis- 
fied, in respeot of any manufactured jute goods to be exported, that the price 
at. which they have been or are being sold by the applicant for the licence is 
not more than the ceiling price and that any additional sum, if any, received 

e receivable by the licencee on account of brokerage o commission paid or 
*j bo paid to tbe shipping agent, or to the selling agent abroad, or howsoever 
otherwise, is not more than 5 per cent of the ceiling price. 

(2) The applicant for a licence shall make a declaration as to the price and 
produce such documents in support thereof as may be required by the Licens- 
ing Officer, 
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7. (1) Lvery licence issued under cluuBe 8 shell be subject to the following 
general conditions (which shall be deemed to be interpolated in every *wcb 
licence), namely; — 

(i) that the licence shall not be transferable to any other person except 
with the permission of the Licensing Officer. 

(ii) that in respect of any manufactured jute goods exported npder the 
licence, the price at which they are sold by the licencee shall not 
exceed the ceiling price, and that any additional sum, if any, received 
or receivable by the licencee on account of brokerage or commission paid 
or to be paid to the shipping agent, or to the Belling agent abroad, a( 
howsoever otherwise, is not more than 5 per cent of the ceiling priest, 

(2) The Licensing Officer may Bpeeify in the licence such special condition* 
aa he thinks fit. 

(31 The licencee shall comply with all the general conditions referred to to 
sub-clause (1) and the special conditions, if any, specified in the licence.
